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Producers  Set  Course  for  1997 


Larry  Helland  of  Lomond  (left  photo)  and 
Dale  Wilson  of  Rosedale  were  re-affirmed  as 
Alberta  Cattle  Commission  (ACC)  chairman  and 
vice-chairman  respectively  at  the  twenty- 
second  annual  general  meeting  in  Calgary. 

Cec  Jardine  of  Valleyview  rounds  out  the 
executive  as  the  new  finance  chairman.

Delegates  passed  42  resolutions  in  total 
dealing  with  all  aspects  of  the  industry.  Some  of 
the  major  policy  decisions  were: 

• Delegates  supported  the  concept  of  a 
national  beef  check-off  for  promotion, 
market  development  and  research.  A 
national  check-off  would  ensure  equal 
funding  from  all  Canadian  producers  as  well 
as  allow  for  check-off  collection  on  imported 
cattle  and  beef. 

• Delegates  decided  to  promote  and  assist  in 
the  establishment  of  a mandatory  national 
beef  identification  program.  Such  a system 
would  allow  individual  animals  to  be  tracked 
through  the  system  providing  product  safety 
and  production  data  advantages. 

• The  meeting  approved  the  amended  mar- 
keting plan  and  marketing  regulation  which 
are  the  by-laws  that  govern  the  operation 
and  activities  of  the  ACC.  The  plan  and 
regulation  are  being  updated  as  part  of  the 
government's  regulatory  review.  For  a copy 
of  the  plan  and  regulation  contact  the  ACC 
office. 

• Delegates  agreed  to  investigate  funding  a 
beef  research  chair  at  the  University  of 


Alberta.  Program  funding  would  come  from 
the  Alberta  beef  industry  development  fund 
created  out  of  the  early  termination  of 
government  industry  support  programs. 

• Delegates  resolved  to  lobby  the  provincial 
government  to  manage  wildlife  more  effec- 
tively in  areas  where  wildlife  is  causing 
significant  damage  to  feed  supplies. 

• It  was  agreed  to  continue  research  into  the 
effects  of  the  petrochemical  industry  on 
livestock  and  to  work  with  the  petroleum 
industry  to  reduce  and  eliminate  emission 
impacts. 

• Delegates  agreed  to  contribute  $50,000  to 
Growing  Alberta  - a provincial  public  aware- 
ness campaign  about  the  food  industry.

Check-off  Upheld 

In  a recent  challenge  of  a lower  court 
ruling,  the  Alberta  Court  of  Appeal  has  upheld 
the  right  of  the  Alberta  Cattle  Commission  to 
collect  the  check-off  on  all  cattle  marketed  in 
Alberta.  The  appeal  court  agreed  that  the 
check-off  is  not  a tax,  but  a service  fee  for 
activities  taken  on  behalf  of  beef  producers  and 
that  the  check-off  is  properly  levied  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Marketing  of  Agricultural 
Products  Act.

Feedlot  Wins  Environmental  Award 


Bernard  and  Michael  Kotelko, 
owners  of  Highland  Feeders  of 
Vegreville,  are  the  1 997  winners  of  the 
Alberta  Cattle  Commission  Environ- 
mental Stewardship  Award  (ESA). 

The  Kotelko  brothers  were 
selected  for  their  excellent  man- 
agement practices,  commitment 
to  limiting  the  environmental 
impact  of  their  feedlot,  and  efforts 
to  promote  best  management 
practices  to  the  industry, 

The  Kotelko's  approach  to  the 
environment  is  rooted  in  their 
approach  to  business. 

"Producers  are  facing  some 
real  challenges,  cattle  prices  are 
down  and  feed  grain  prices  are  up 
- but  everything  isn't  just  econom- 
ics," says  Bernard  Kotelko.  "As  stew- 
ards, the  well-being  of  the  environment 
is  our  responsibility  and  in  order  to 
remain  competitive,  we  have  to  show 
a strong  commitment  to  protect  it." 

For  Highland  Feeders,  this  means 
aligning  the  goals  of  environmental 
enhancement  with  successful  produc-

tion  both  on  a day-to-day  basis  and  in 
their  long  term  strategies. 

The  feedlot  took  advantage  of  the 
natural  sloping  conditions  of  the  land 
in  construction  of  the  facilities.  The  site 


is  landscaped  on  a clay  base  with  a 
slight  slope  (2.5  per  cent)  to  optimize 
drainage.  Run-off  is  contained  in  clay- 
lined  basins.  Water  wells  are  located 
to  minimize  the  chance  of  percolation 
and  subsurface  clay  soils  provide  an 
excellent  barrier  to  migration. 

Best  management  practices  are 
used  in  the  application  of  manure 
(which  they  refer  to  as  unused  nutri- 
ents) on  the  operation's  3,800  acres  of 
cropland  which  produce  38,000  tonnes 
of  barley  silage. 

The  program  includes  manure 
analysis,  soil  analysis,  crop  nutritional 
requirements,  cropping  and  manure 
management  history,  manure  applica- 
tion rates,  application  timing  and 
incorporation.  Water  is  sourced  from 
eight  wells  that  are  sampled  regularly 
to  monitor  the  water  table  and  quality. 

"As  environmental  stewards,  we 
will  continue  to  be  proactive  in  our 
approach  to  the  fragile  relationship 
between  feedlots  and  the  environ- 
ment," says  Bernard.  "Our  current 
projects  reflect  our  commitment  and 
responsiveness  to  these  issues." 


The  Kotelko's  proactive  approach 
to  research  includes  a feedlot  run-off 
study  in  cooperation  with  Alberta 
Agriculture,  Northeastern  Conservation 
Connection,  Alberta  Environmental 

Protection  and  the  ACC.  The  goal 
of  the  run-off  study  is  to  provide 
hydrological  data  or  information 
about  the  properties,  distribution 
and  movement  of  water  in  west- 
ern Canadian  feedlots. 

Bernard  adds,  "Eventually  we 
hope  to  define  a run-off  model 
that  will  provide  an  engineering 
tool  for  facility  design,  or  even  for 
reclamation  of  old  sites.  This 
should  provide  alternatives  to,  or 
at  the  very  least,  refine  current 
methods  of  handling,  collecting 
and  utilizing  manure  as  a valuable 
resource.  By  quantifying  some  of  the 
costs  involved  and  describing  the 
benefits,  we  are  striving  to  provide  the 
industry  with  practices  that  are  not  just 
sustainable,  but  will  also  improve  the 
environment." 


“Everything  isn't  just  eco- 
nomics - as  stewards,  the 
well-being  of  the  environ- 
ment is  our  responsibility.” 

Bernard  sums  up  his  approach, 
"Ours  is  an  industry  with  high  public 
visibility.  By  optimizing  our  manage- 
ment practices  we  ensure  that  we  are 
not  only  protecting,  but  nurturing  our 
environment." 

Highland  Feeders  is  located  near 
Vegreville.  It  began  as  a small  mixed 
farm  in  1 976  and  is  now  one  of  the  1 0 
largest  feedlots  in  Canada  with  a 
standing  capacity  of  25,000  head.  It 
employs  30  people  and  contributes 
$6.34  million  locally  and  $9.85  million  to 
the  provincial  economy.

Alberta's  ROMP  livestock  investiga- 
tors are  reminding  producers  to  take 
an  active  role  in  safeguarding  the 
industry  against  cattle  theft. 

"I  encourage  all  producers  to 
report  missing  cattle  and  other  live- 
stock as  soon  as  possible  unless  they 
are  absolutely  certain  as  to  the  fate  of 
the  animals,"  says  CpI.  Emil  Smetaniuk, 
livestock  investigator  for  southern 
Alberta. 

"Chances  of  recovering  stolen 
livestock  improve  if  the  theft  is  re- 
ported immediately." 

A growing  number  of  livestock 
thefts  involve  'white  collar  crime'  where 
cattle  ownership  changes  hands  via 


paper  transactions,  often  sight  unseen. 
Producers  are  cautioned  to  have  a 
complete  legal  understanding  of  these 
transactions  in  order  to  protect  them- 
selves, 

In  1995,  investigators  received  513 
reports  of  stolen  or  missing  cattle 
representing  1,824  head.

How  Will  Special  Places  2000  Affect  You? 


The  Special  Places  2000  program 
was  initiated  by  the  provincial  govern- 
ment as  part  of  Canada's  commitment 
to  protecting  biodiversity. 

The  program  is  being  administered 
by  a provincial  coordinating  commit- 
tee which  has  two  cattle  industry 
representatives.  The  provincial  coordi- 
nating 
committee 
has  recom- 
mended a 
number  of 
sites  in  the 
mountain 
and  shield 
regions  for 
considera- 
tion by  local 
committees. 

It  is  ex- 
pected that 
the  provincial  coordinating  committee 
will  be  selecting  sites  in  the  foothills 
region  for  consideration  by  local 
committees  at  their  next  meeting  in 
early  January.  They  will  consider  sites 
in  the  parkland  and  grassland  region 
through  March  and  April. 

The  provincial  coordinating 
committee  assembles  all  the  nomina- 
tions for  each  natural  region  and  then 
selects  those  that  appear  to  best  meet 
the  needs  of  the  program  and  which 
have  the  least  conflict  with  existing 
uses. 


Once  candidate  sites  have  been 
selected,  the  lease  or  allotment 
holders  who  might  be  affected  are 
contacted  by  cattle  industry  repre- 
sentatives to  get  their  views  on  a 
possible  site  designation.  At  that 
point,  lessees  may  ask  that  the  cattle 
industry  representatives  seek  to  have 
the  site 
dropped 
from  the 
process,  or 
may  suggest 
changes  to 
the  bounda- 
ries or  to  the 
type  of 
designation 
to  minimize 
the  impact 
on  their 
operation. 

Once  a site  is  recommended  to 
the  environment  minister  for  designa- 
tion, he  asks  the  appropriate  munici- 
pality to  set  up  a local  committee  to 
consider  it.  The  local  committee  will 
include  all  affected  stakeholders  and 
provides  lessees  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  views  about  the  site. 

While  cattle  producers  are  natu- 
rally concerned  about  how  this  process 
may  affect  them,  it  is  important  to  note 
they  are  protected  by  a number  of 
measures  that  the  government  intro- 
duced as  a result  of  the  Alberta  Cattle 


Commission's  concerns  with  the 
original  Special  Places  proposal. 

The  government  is  committed  to 
protecting  current  uses.  Leases  within 
designated  areas  will  continue  to 
operate  under  existing  rules  and  lease 
renewals  and  transfers  will  not  be 
affected. 

Lessees  will  be  involved  in  any 
management  plan  drawn  up  as  part  of 
the  designation  process.  In  fact,  there 
are  potential  advantages  to  having  a 
lease  within  an  area  designated  as  a 
Special  Place. 

The  whole  future  of  public  lands  is 
going  to  be  reviewed  in  1998.  The  issue 
of  setting  aside  areas  for  protection 
and  recreation  will  be  hotly  debated. 

Lessees  who  have  already  dealt 
with  the  issue  and  put  a management 
plan  in  place  will  be  able  to  sit  back 
knowing  their  land  use  is  secure  and  it 
is  unlikely  the  rules  will  be  changed. 


Lease  Cost  Study 

The  Alberta  Cattle  Commission 
and  Alberta  Agriculture  will  conduct  a 
grazing  lease  cost  study  in  1997  to 
determine  the  actual  costs  of  operat- 
ing a grazing  lease.  A random  sample 
of  one  hundred  leaseholders  will  be 
asked  to  participate.  The  study  is 
being  prepared  for  the  provincial 
government's  review  of  public  lands  in 
1998.
